‘Power; and if all this fhould net yet prove futhicient to 


keep France at Bay, there is one Way yct to defeat all 


her Schemes, and make her even lick the Duft, and 
crouch and tawn like a Spaniel, before England; and 
that is, to get the King of Pruffia to draw his Sword a- 
gainft her; which, itis couccived, miglit be eafily done 
without a Subdfidy: It is but making hima Prefent, or 
a Ceffion, of certain Territuties, which have never been 
of any Service to England, and the Bufinefs, furely, 
would be done, &c.
